UNFAVORABLE WEATHER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Murat. Tenn., Oct. 7.—The weather to-day 
is warm, sultry; and unsettled, unfavorabie in 
yellow-fever times. Rain and threatening at one 
moment, at another scarcely a cloud can be seen. 
The streets in the vicinity of the various relief de- 
pets are thronged with negroes; out few white 
persons to de seen. The transportation of sup- 
plies drawn by this class has become quite an item 
of teaffic te the draymen, express-wagons, and 
hand-carts, as the mass of human beings collected 
in that quarter is closely hedged in with that class 
of vehicles yelling and contending for the su- 
premacy in advantageous positions. No doubt 
many of these people are deserving this charity, 
but your correspondent has become firmly con- 
vinced that 

A GREAT DEAL OF CBOOKEDNESS 
is indulged in by the majority of the applicants. 
It would take much space to relate the many in- 
stances of fraud taat have been detected by those 
in charge of the distribution of the bounty of the 
world, which there is here in abundance. 

The dead of to-day, as far as I now know, em- 
brace no prominent people belonging here, but 
from Camp Joe Williame I hear this merning of the 
death of Dr. Sample, of Austin, Miss. , a volunteer 
physician, who was assigned to duty there by the 
time ago. 

THE NEW CASES 
to-day, so far reported, embrace ex-United States 
Marshal J. M. Tomeny, who buta day ortwo ago 
buried his wife, also a victim of the fever, and Mr. 
Hawkins, telegraph opera tor from Pittsburg. 

Since writing the above Iam informed of the 
death of Mitchell Brown, son of Dr. F. R. Brown, 
Secretary of the Board of Health, from a relapse. 
Just arrived at manhood, he gave promise of much 
usefulness. 

The fever is subsiding in the City, excepting the 
southern suburd, known as Fort Pickering, mostly 
inhabited by negroes, where, even in the best of 
times, misery is abundant. The fever

and plenty of materia) to work on. It wonld sick- 
en the stomach of one to go into the dens of in- 
iquity, ndw pest-bouses, in certam localities in 
that quarter. Victims of the fever find nothing 
but their bare floors on which to lay their burning 
brows, with no one even to go for doctors, nurses, 
or supplies. The well ones are so mean and heart- 
less as to desert their friends and often their kin- 
dred as sdon as prostrated. Howard visitors ip the 
early outbreak of fever provided for these people,
